To  either  of  the   Constables  of  the   Tozvn  of  Topsfeld,  in  said 
County,  GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Topsfield,  quali- 
fied to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall,  in  said  Topsfield,  on  Monday  the  third  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  acton  the  follow- 
ing articles  : — 

First. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second. — To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third. — To  hear  all  reports  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting,  and  act  thereon. 

Fourth. — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Fifth. — To  act  on  the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  jury  box.
